The state assessment of real es- 


tate in 1919 on a five year basis was 
$3,178,663,175 and in 1920 based on 
a three years' average of sales $3,- 
565,811,448, or an increase of 12 per 
cent. If the five years' average of 
sales had been used in 1920 the in- 
crease would have been 6.33 per cent. 


The valuations of railroads, wheth- 


er based on capitalization or on the 
stock and bond market values, have 
decreased. In 1917 all railroads 
were assessed by the commission at 
$384,870,000 and paid taxea amount- 
ing to $5,328,476.69. In 1920 the as-, 
sessment of railroads was $360,734,- 
000 and the tax $6,837,056.47. In 
other- words, while the value de- 
creased $24,136,000 the tax paid by 
railroads increased $1,608,579.78.

This large increage'in tax in spite 


of the decrease in valuation is due 
to the fact that public expenditures 
have increased far more relatively, 
than values.

War Cost U.S.

This, he said, rep- 
resented the "adjusted" expenditure 
of the treasury, excluding all other 
outlay which had no relation to the 
actual prosecution of the 'war during 
the period from April 6, 1917, to 
June 30,- last*

revenues, were $38,830,812,895, treas- 
ury figures showed. Mr. Houston 
said a deduction of $9,P23,000,000, 
the amount loaned to foreign govern-

The Conscientious Objectors 
They May Have Been Right, They May Have Been Wrong, 


But We Have Certainly Been Cruelly Wrong in the 
. 


Severity With. Which We have Treated Them. 


npHIRTY-THRJEE more conscientious objectors have recently 
1 
been discharged from our federal prisons. All have now 


been released. 
A number have died from beatings, torture, 


starvation and other atrocious cruelties. They have been tied 
up by the hands for days at a time. They have been nearly 
drowned in icy water and left remaining in their cells in freezing 
temperatures. Pneumonia, mercifully relieved many from their 
sufferings. The rapacity and vengeance with which they have 
been treated did not stop with their death. 
At one federal 


prison an iron cage of torture, copied from a model used in the 
dark ages was especially constructed. It will occupy a proud 
place some day in one of our historical museums devoted to the 
exhibit of patriotic relics. 


The record of oor government in its treatment of its con- 


scientious objectors, and for which President Wilson and Secre- 
tary Baker are mainly responsible, constitutes one of the black- 
est pages in modern history. The only crime these men com- 
mitted was to take too seriously the Christmas message of the 
Christian religion, "Peace on earth, good will to men." 


They were opposed to war, as we all are, bat they were so 


simple as to believe that one of the best ways to oppose war was 
to refuse to take part in it, and fight. 


Franklin could say: 'There was never a good war or a bad 


peace." Bacon could say: "There 'is no possibility of a holy 
war." 
Channing would say: "War turns man to a beast of 


prey." Jefferson could say: "War is an instrument entirely in- 
efficient toward redressing wrong." Madison could say "Of 
all the evils to public liberty war is the most to be dreaded, be- 
cause it developes every other." Jesus could say: "Love your 
enemies." Sherman could say : "War is hell." 


We may all APPLAUD these sentiments, but let a man in 


war time ACT as if he believed them and we turn upon him with 
fearful vengeance. 
Why is this? Dr. William Osier, in the last 


book he ever wrote, "The Old Humanities and the New Science" 
said it was due to "the exquisitely hellish state of mind into 
which war phinges even sensible men." 


In other countries conscientious objectors have been put in 


prison, but their terms were short and only intended for re- 
straint while the war was on. When it ended, they were re- 
leased. But we have kept 33 of our conscientious objectors in 
prison for over two years after the war closed. And in Wis- 
consin we even went so far as to start a petty persecution of a 
man who had the courage to favor a resolution at a public meet- 
ing asking that amnesty be extended to such prisoners. 


And Woodrow Wilson and N'ewton Baker are two of the last 


men in this country whom one would have picked out to make | 
America more vengeful than any other country in treating con- j 
scientious objectors. 
•? 


War developes heroic action, but no courage or martyrdom 


has exceeded that of conscientious objectors. It requires cour- 
age to fight, but it required greater courage still for these men 
to endure the hatred, ostracism, and torture to which they were 
subjected. They fought a good fight for the truth as they saw

ESIDENT WILSON tells it well. From the time he wrote 
his first message, down to this, 'his last one, he has never 


been wanting in ability to express in a forceful and graceful 
manner American aspirations and ideals. 


It has been America's faith that right makes might that 


has kept this country free from entangling alliances with the 
old world and from covenants to maintain the unjust peace 
treaty which President Wilson helped to negotiate in Paris. 


The election was generally regarded as a repudiation of 


Wilsonism, a main characteristic of wh'.ch has been to look one 
way and strike another. 


Yes, it IS the wish of every thoughtful American that in 


both domestic and world affairs we should have faith that right 
makes might. And this is the reason why we question the wis- 
dom of spending eighty-eight per cent of taxes raised, for war 
and preparation for war. This is the reason the people have 
plainly shown their opposition to the president's policy of con- 
scription and universal military training in time of peace. 


Faith that right makes might has led to the repudiation of 


the president's suppression of free speech, and a free press at 
home and Ms advocacy of a peace of vengeance abroad. 


The message is notable for what it does not notice. -There 


aie no references to the necessity of speeding up production to 
assist in the reconstruction of Europe. If the president believes 
it is wrong to close up factories in order to restore high prices, 
he does not say so. If he is concerned about the hundreds of 
thousands of idle American workmen who cannot find employ- 
ment, although a large portion of the world is starving, he does 
not say so, nor suggest any remedy for disemployment.
